discriminates against \ustria, and is 
consequently a violation of the treaty 
of commerce with the Nation. So far 
no threat of retaliation accompanied the 
protest, but in this the Austrian repre- 
resentative is but following the example 
set by the (ierman Minister, and the 
next step will undoubtedly be in the 
same direction, namely, the imposition 
of some restriction upon an American 
product that is imported in quantities 
into Austria. 

The four great sources of "in sugai 
supply, outside of the small proportion 
contributed by Louisiana, are Cnha, <.er 
many, Krance and Austria. With three 
of these gri»at countries we are already 
at odds over the sugar duty, and in the 
case of Krance there are already indica- 
tions of the adoption of a retaliatory 
poller in the imposition of restrictions 
upon our meat, wheat and Hour.

port. In which he finds the value of the 
personal estate of the late millionaire 
to have been B80.M4, 580.79, leas the 
amount of debts, Brt.v.j .J30.71 and leg- 
acies, annuities, etc., to his brothers, 
sisters, grandson of tl.lBH.SI3. making 
the amount of the restduarv estate to 
be $73,224. &47.08. 

Mr. McClure says in his report that 
it was found at the outset of the hear- 
ings that they would be protected, and 
it was then determined by the execu- 
tors of the estate to deposit with the 
controller an amount which in their 
judgment would meet the taxes to be 
paid upon the property. The executors 
then paid BB00.O0O to the controller, 
upon the assumption that the per- 
sonal estate would not exceed $00,- 
000,000. 

Each of the six children of Mr. Gould 
is entitled to a life estate, in trust, in 
one-sixth of the residuary estate, with 
remainder te their children.
